In Ita alrtct aenae. aa used by the 
early botanists a pot herb la a "herbe 
that serve, tor the potte. ' and of thee, 
we have a coaalderable number In our 
native Bora. say. Longman a Magasln. 
Among them may Is- mentioned the 
wild cabbage, sea beet and mercury 
The uee of the wild cabbage, or eaa 
colewort. la hardly eltlnct yet. It Is 
still gathered by the peasants on ths 
sea cliffs of Devonshire In hard winters 
whan garden produce Is scarce. This 
plant la the origin of our garden va- 
rtetlee. auch aa aavoya and bruaaels 
sprouts and brocoll and cauliflower 
■ nd has been cnltlvsted from very 
eerly tlmea.
